Phase 1: Test Well

» Prepare Pad Area

» Mobilize Rig

» Drill a well on Site Pad 1

» 7,000 to 9,000 feet deep
» Set up Temporary facilities
» Well testing

Phase 2: Well Pads, Pipelines and Roads

» Completion of Well Pad #1
» Installation of equipment
» 4 wells at each well pad site

» Installation of onsite oil and gas pipelines

» Similar process for wells pads #2 and #3

Phase 2: Oil and Gas Production and Transport

» Oll and Gas will be processed at the existing Aliso
Canyon Tank Farm

» Water re-injected into an existing injection well
» Produced oll transported by truck
» 1-3 additional tanker trucks per day

» Natural Gas transported to the adjacent Gas Company
Facilities.

Significant Issue Areas

» Air Quality: emissions from construction and operations,
Including criteria pollutants and odors, compared to
SCAQMD thresholds

» Aesthetics: impacts on views from public areas
» Biological Resources: potential impacts to habitats due to

potential pipeline spills and construction

» Risk of Upset, Hazards: accidental releases, fire,
explosion, oll spills, fire Impacts to neighborhoods.

» Water Quality: water use, oll spills, and impacts to
aquifers

» Geology: seismicity, subsidence, slope stability

Significant Issue Areas (continued)

» Land Use: consistency with governing land use policies,
Impacts on existing neighborhoods

» Noise: impacts associated with vehicles on roads,
drilling activities, construction, and operations

area roadways

» Fire Protection: appropriate design, fire protection
services
